NOTED ARCTIC EXPLORER REPORTED SAFE 
IN SIBERIA AFTER 19 MONTHS’ JOURNEY 


Roald Amundsen and map show­ 
ing approximate route followed by 
bim and his party. 


The safe arrival at Anadir, Si­ 
beria, of Captain Roald Amund­ 
sen, discoverer of the South Pole 
and noted explorer, is reported 
from Nome, Alaska, following the 
receipt of a wireless message from 
Anadir. 
Captain Amundsen was 
last seen in September, 1918, when 
his ship, the Maud, took on oil at 
Dixson island in the White Sea. It 
was the explorer’s intention to 
drive the ship as far northward as 
possible and allow it to become 
frozen in the ice in the hope that 
the floes would carry the vessel 
across the Arctic Sea and near the 
North Pole. There is some uncer­ 
tainty as to the exact points 
reached by Amundsen in Siberia. 
Anadir is the name of a river, not 
a town. It is believed that the ex­ 
plorer may have landed 
on 
the 
northern coast of Siberia, making 
bis way overland to a Russian 
trading post. In the course of his 
voyage Amundsen covered 8,600 
■mea. The purpose of the expedi­ 
tion was not to visit the North 
Pole, but to make scientific inves­ 
tigations. It is considered 
Chat Amundsen crossed part of the 
* Arctic regions in an airplane with 
which he w it equipped. He

WASHINGTON: May 17.— In the 
140 educational institutions main­ 
tained by Southern Baptists a heal­ 
thy growth along all lines was re­ 
ported by J. E. Dillard, acting secre­ 
tary of* the education board, in the 
first annual report of that body to 
the Convention today. The physical 
property of these institutions is val­ 
ved 
at 
$25,000,000 
and 
approxi­ 
m ately 20,000 students are enrolled 
In them. 
, 
The board, organized a year ago 
with headquarters at Birmingham, 
A la., is charged with the expendi­ 
ture of $3,000,000 among the south- 
wide educational institutions. Local 
Institutions are cared for by their 
states, while the mountain schools 
0 mace supported by the home mission 
heard. 
During the first year, the report 
says the education board has made a 
marked beginning in setting up cur­ 
ricula 
and 
standards 
for 
Baptist 
in stitu tion s, aiding them in raising 
their standards, safe-guarding the 
property of these institutions to the 
denomination, serving as a clearing 


house 
on all 
educational 
matters 
for 
Southern 
Baptists, 
inducing 
well trained young men and women 
to offer their lives for special Chris­ 
tian service, establishing a teachers’ 
bureau for the aid of the colleges 
and universities, publishing articles 
of public interest in behalf of Chris­ 
tian education, co-operating with all 
general denominational agencies in 
^disseminating a wider education and 
promoting the developument of rural 
public schools. 
* The board has arranged to em­ 
ploy a student secretary to conserve 
Baptist interests in colleges and uni­ 
versities throughout .the South, and 
is lending its influence toward in­ 
creasing the attention given to re­ 
ligious instruction in Baptist schools 
and colleges. 
Another effort of the board is di­ 
rected toward encouraging men of 
means to make larger contributions 
to current support and endowment 
of -Christian schools and colleges.
